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Introduction, 


This  edition  contains  the  .School  Law,  and  the 
amendments  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1888. 

By  the  amendment  to  Section  41,  the  minimum  size 
of  a district  is  reduced  to  nine  square  miles.  As  the 
law  now  stands,  no  district  can  contain  less  than  nine 
square  miles,  and  must  contain  more  than  that  area, 
provided  that  forty -five  educable  children  do  not  reside 
on  the  nine  square  miles.  In  other  words,  the  area 
must  be  sufficient  to  include  45  educable  children,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  two  kinds,  viz : (a).  In  extending 

the  area  beyond  nine  square  miles,  before  forty-five 
educable  children  can  be  included,  it  may  be  found 
that  the  territory  is  so  large  that  children  on  the  outer 
limits  of  the  district  cannot  attend  the  school  because 
of  too  great  distance ; (&).  likewise  they  may  be  de- 
debarred  by  “ impassable  obstructions.”  In  these  two 
cases  the  Board  may  locate  districts  containing  any 
number  of  children  above  twenty. 

Under  this  amendment  it  is  thought  that  districts 
can  be  located  so  as  to  accommodate  all  the  children 
of  the  State.  In  counties  where  the  districts  have  been 
carefully  located  under  the  law,  very  few  changes  will 
be  found  necessary. 

By  the  amendment  to  Section  61,  an  assistant  may 
be  allowed  for  forty  children  in  “ actual  attendance,” 
but  superintendents  should  not  grant  assistants  un- 
less, upon  personal  inspection,  they  are  satisfied  that 
the  work  imperatively  requires  them.  A competent 
teacher  can  successfully  instruct  .a  school  which  has 
forty-five  children  in  attendance. 


The  amendment  to  Section  68  allows  the  session  of  a 
school  to  be  divided  into  two  parts.  My  convictions 
are  firmly  fixed  that  such  division  will  operate  to 
the  detriment  of  the  children  in  any  district  where  it 
is  adopted,  and  I urge  Superintendents  to  impress  this 
fact  upon  trustees  and  patrons,  and  to  induce  them  to 
have  continuous  sessions,  except  in  cases  of  actual 
necessity.

Constitutional  Provisions, 


ARTICLE  X. 

SCHOOL  FUND,  EDUCATION  AND  SCIENCE. 

[ Extract  from  Constitution  of  Mississippi^ 

Section  1.  As  the  stability  of  a republican  form  of 
government  depends  mainly  upon  the  intelligence  and 
virtue  of  the  people,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  encourage,  by  all  suitable  means,  the  promo- 
tion of  intellectual,  scientific,  moral  and  agricultural 
improvement,  by  establishing  a uniform  system  of  free 
public  schools  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  for  all  child- 
ren between  the  ages  of  (5)  five  and  (21)  twenty-one 
years,  and  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  establish 
schools  of  higher  grade. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a Superintendent  of  Public 
Education  elected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Governor ; who  shall  have  the  qualifica- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  hold  his  office  for 
four  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified,  whose  duties  shall  be  the  general  supervision 
of  the  common  schools  and  the  educational  interests 
of  the  State,  and  who  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
pertaining  to  his  office,  and  receive  such  compensation 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  -law ; he  shall  report  to  the 
Legislature  for  its  adoption,  within  twenty  days  after 
the  opening  of  its  first  session,  under  this  Constitution, 
a uniform  system  of  free  public  schools. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a Board  of  Education,  con- 
sisting of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Attorney- General 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Education,  for  the 
management  and  investment  of  the  school  funds,  un- 
der the  general  direction  of  the  Legislature,  and  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law.  The  superintendent  and  one  other  of  said  Board 
shall  constitute  a quorum. 


Seo.  4.  There  shall  be  a Superintendent  of  Public 
Education  in  each  county,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Education,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two 
years,  and  whose  compensation  and  duties  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law ; provided , that  the  Legislature 
shall  shall  have  power  to  make  said  office  of  County 
Superintendent  of  the  several  counties  elective,  as 
other  county  officers  are. 

Sec.  5.  A public  school  or  schools  shall  be  main- 
tained in  each  school  district  at  least  four  months  in 
each  year.  Any  school  district  neglecting  to  maintain 
such  school  or  schools,  shall  be  deprived  for  that  year 
of  its  proportion  of  the  income  of  the  free  school 
fund,  and  of  all  funds  arising  from  taxes,  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  established  a common  school 
fund  which  shall  consist  of  the  proceeds  of  the  lands 
now  belonging  to  the  State,  heretofore  granted  by  the 
United  States,  and  of  the  lands  known  as  “swamp 
lands,”  except  the  swamp  lands  lying  and  situated  on 
Pearl  river,  in  the  counties  of  Hancock,  Marion,  Law- 
rence, Simpson,  and  Copiah,  and  of  all  lands  now  or 
hereafter  vested  in  the  State  by  escheat  or  purchase, 
or  forfeiture  for  taxes,  and  the  clear  proceeds  of  all 
fines  collected  in  the  several  counties  for  any  breach 
of  the  penal  laws,  and  all  moneys  received  for  licenses 
granted  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquor,  or  keeping  of  dram  shops ; all 
moneys  paid  as  an  equivalent  for  persons  exempt  from 
military  duty,  and  the  funds  arising  from  the  consoli- 
dating of  the  Congressional  township  funds,  and  the 
lands  belonging  thereto,  together  with  all  the  moneys 
donated  to  the  State  for  school  purposes,  which  funds 
shall  be  securely  invested  in  United  States  bonds,  and 
remain  a perpetual  fund,  which  may  be  increased 
but  not  diminished,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  in- 
violably appropriated  for  the  support  of  free  schools. 

[To  which  the  following  was  added  by  amendment, 
ratified  at  the  election  held  on  the  second  day  of  No- 
vember, 1875.] 

All  proceeds  of  lands  now,  or  hereafter  vested  in  this 
State  by  escheat  or  purchase,  or  forfeiture  for  taxes, 
and  the  clear  proceeds  of  all  fines  collected  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  for  any  breach  of  the  penal  laws,  and  all 
moneys  received  for  licenses  granted  under  the  laws 
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of  the  State,  for  the  sale  (of  intoxicating  liquors  or 
keeping  of  dram  shops,  shall  be  collected  in  legal  cur- 
rency of  the  United  States,  and  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury, to  be  distributed  pro  rata  among  the  educable 
children  of  the  State,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by 
law. 

Sec.  7.  The  Legislature  may  levy  a poll  tax,  not  to 
exceed  two  dollars  a head,  in  aid  of  the  school  fund, 
and  for  no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  8.  The  Legislature  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
provide  for  the  establishment  of  an  Agricultural  Col- 
lege or  Colleges,  and  shall  appropriate  the  two  hun- 
dred and  ten  thousand  acres  of  land  donated  to  the 
support  of  such  a college  by  the  Act  of  Congress, 
passed  July  2,  A.  D.  186§Cor  the  money  or  scrip,  as  the 
case  may  be,  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  lands,  or 
any  lands  which  may  hereafter  be  granted  or  appro- 
priated for  such  purpose. 

Sec.  9.  No  religious  sect  or  sects  shall  ever  control 
any  part  of  the  school  or  university  funds  of  this 
State. 

Sec.  10.  The  Legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
as  may  be  necessary,  provide  for  the  levy  and  collec- 
tion of  other  taxes  as  may  be  required  to  properly 
support  the  system  of  free  schools  herein  adopted. 
And  all  school  funds  shall  be  divided  pro  rata  among 
the  children  of  school  ages. 


PUBLIC  SCHOOL  LAW, 


CHAPTER  XXIV.— Acts  1886. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  Free  Pulic  Schools. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi . There  shall  be  maintained  in  this 
State  a uniform  system  of  fre$  schools  for  all  children 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty-one  years. 

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION— ITS  POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Ehcation,  created  by  the  Con- 
stitution, shall  hold  its  session  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment. It  may  appoint  the  time  of  meeting,  and  a 
called  meeting  of  the  board  may  be  held  at  any  time 
upon  the  call  of  any  member  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Education  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  bring  and  maintain  suits  at  law  or 
equity  in  the  name  of  said  board,  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  this  State,  for  the  recovery  of  any  moneys,  lands  or 
property  held  in  trust  by  the  State,  or  now  designated 
and  set  apart,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  designated 
and  set  apart,  for  the  common  school  fund;  the  expenses 
aud  costs  of  such  suits  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer,  out  of  money  belonging  to  the  common 
school  fund,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts,  issued  upon  the  requisition  of  said  Board 
of  Education. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  appoint  County 
Superintendents  of  Education,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  fill  by  temporary  ap- 
pointment all  vacancies  in  said  office  on  the  occurrence 
thereof,  and  any  such  appointment  made  by  the  board 
during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature  shall  continue  in 
force  until  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after  the  first 
subsequent  assembling  of  the  Legislature. 


Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  decide  all  ap- 
peals from  the  decisions  of  County  Superintendents,  or 
from  decisions  of  the  State  Superintendent,  whenever 
requested  to  do  so  ; provided , all  the  facts  and  argu- 
ments in  each  case  shall  be  presented  in  writing  ; and 
their  decisions  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  have  the  power 
to  suspend  County  Superintendents  of  Education  for 
neglect  of  duty,  or  official  misconduct ; provided , that 
the  said  County  Superintendent  shall  have  ten  days’ 
notice  within  which  to  defend  himself  against  any 
charge  preferred  against  him ; and  there  shall  be  no 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  said  board  in  such  cases. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  audit  all 
claims  against  the  common  school  fund  arising  under 
this  Act,  and  allow  so  much  as  may  be  justly  due,  not 
to  exceed  the  amount  allowed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  determine  the 
necessary  contingent  expenses  of  the  Superintendent’s 
office,  including  stationery,  postage,  printing,  furniture 
and  other  necessary  charges,  and  shall  examine  the  ac- 
counts thereof  and  certify  the  same  for  payment  when 
found  to  be  necessary,  just  and  reasonable,  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  amount  allowed  by  law. 

Sec.  9.  Said  Board  of  Education  shall  regulate  all 
matters  arising  in  the  practical  administration  of  the 
free  public  school  system,  which  are  not  otherwise 
provided  for. 

COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Sec.  10.  Before  any  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the 
office  of  County  Superintendent  of  Education,  he  shall 
procure  a certificate  from  the  Board  of  Examiners,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  professional  educators  or  gentlemen 
who  have  had  experience  in  school  teaching,  said  board 
to  be  appointed  in  each  county  for  that  purpose,  one 
to  be  selected  by  the  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  one  by 
the  Chancellor  of  the  District,  and  one  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  each  county.  The  term  of  office  of  said 
Board  of  Examiners  shall  be  four  years  from  the  1st  of 
January  succeeding  their  appointment,  and  any  va- 
cancy therein  occurring  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
by  the  officer  that  appointed  the  member  who  occa- 
sioned the  vacancy.  Said  Board  of  Examiners  shall 
meet  at  the  county  seat,  after  giving  ten  days’  notice 
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of  such  meeting  whenever  from  any  cause  a vacancy 
shall  occur  in  the  office  of  County  Superintendent  of 
Education  for  such  county,  or  whenever  notified  so  to 
meet  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  any  person  or  persons  who  may 
desire  to  be  appointed  to  till  such  vacancy,  upon  the 
following  points,  to-wit : First,  educational  qualifica- 
tions, which  shall  not  be  inferior  to  those  required  of  a 
first-grade  teacher,  as  provided  for  in  this  Act ; second 
habits  and  moral  character;  third,  executive  ability  • 
and  if  such  examination  be  satisfactory  to  such  exam- 
ining board,  then  they  shall  give  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons a certificate. setting  forth  the  facts,  and  the  State 
Board  of  Education  shall  in  no  case  appoint  any  per- 
son to  be  Superintendent  of  Education  in  any  county 
who  does  not  submit  such  certificate  with  his  applica- 
tion for  appointment.  Two  of  said  examining  board 
shall. constitute  a quorum  thereof;  provided,  however , 
that  in  case  the  officer  aforesaid  shall  neglect  or  fail  to 
appoint  a Board  of  County  Examiners  in  anv  county 
in  this  State,  or  if  said  board  shall  fail,  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  perform  its  duty  in  examining  and  recommend- 
ing candidates  for  the  office  or  County  Superintendent 
of  Public  Education,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  i 
Board  of  Education  to  appoint  a Superintendent  in 
such  county,  without  the  certificate  of  the  examining: 
board  thereof.  , 

Sec.  11.  The  County  Superintendent  of  Education 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  the  oath  of  office,  and  give  bond,  with  two  sure- 
ties, in  the  penal  sum  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  nor 
more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  State 
of  Mississippi,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties,  the  amount  of  said  bond  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisiors  and  approved  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Chancery  Court ; and  in  case  the  said  Superin- 
tendent fails  to  give  the  required  bond  within  thirty 
days  after  his  appointment,  the  office  shall  be  deemed 
vacant. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Superin- 
tendent to  employ  for  each  school  under  his  supervis- 
ion, such  teacher  or  teachers  as  may  be  recommended 
therefor  by  the  local  trustees  ; provided , such  teacher 
or  teachers  shall  hold  his  certificate  of  proper  date 
therefor  ; to  examine  and  verify  the  accounts  of  teach- 
ers for  their  monthly  salarjq  requiring  the  signatures 
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of  a majority  of  the  local  trustees,  testifying  to  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  record  and  account,  and  upon  the  account 
thus  verified  and  attested,'to  issue  his  pay  certificates, 
showing  the  amount  of  salary  due  and  to  be  paid,  and 
whether  the  services  were  rendered  in  the  first,  second, 
third,  fourth  or  fifth  month  of  the  term ; said  certifi- 
cates shall  be  presented  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  or  to  the  city  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  he  shall  issue  his  warrant  therefor,  as  hereinafter 
prescribed  ; to  make,  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  October,  a written  report  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors and  mayor  and  aldermen  of  any  incorporated 
city  or  town,  constituting  a separate  school  district, 
showing  the  name,  ,sex  and  color  of  the  teachers  em- 
ployed during  the  year,  the  number  of  months  taught 
by  each,  the  rate  of  salary  paid  and  the  aggregate 
amount  of  salary  certified  to  be  due  to  each  teacher 
for  services  rendered  ; and  said  report  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  chancery  clerk  or  the  city  clerk,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  be  compared  by  said  officer  with  the 
pay  certificate  of  the  County  Superintendent  for  the 
period  embraced  in  said  report ; to  select  and  employ 
teachers  for  any  public  free  school,  the  trustees  where- 
of have  failed  to  make  such  selection  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  beginning  of 
the  session,  but  in  no  other  case  ; to  administer  oaths 
and  take  testimony  in  all  matters  relating  to  public 
free  schools  whenever  necessary  or  proper  , to  keep  in 
a bound  volume  a record  of  his  official  acts,  and  to  de- 
liver the  same  to  his  successor  in  office ; to  observe 
such  instructions  and  regulations  as  the  State  Superin- 
tendent or  Board  of  Education  may,  from  time  to  time, 
prescribe  ; to  make  special  reports  to  those  officials 
whenever  required,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October,  annually,  to  make  a report  for  the  year  end- 
ing on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  preceding,  in 
such  form,  and  containing  all  such  particulars  as  shall 
be  prescribed  and  called  for  ; to  make  a report  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  an 
nually,  of  the  number  of  schools  established  in  the 
county  for  the  current  scholastic  year,  the  monthly 
cost  of  maintaining  each,  and  the  total  monthly  cost  ; 
the  amount  of  common  school  funds  in  the  treasury,  or 
to  be  in  the  treasury,  available  for  the  common  schools 
of  the  nextr year,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  be  added 
thereto  to  maintain  the  schools  five  months  and  to  pay 
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the  salary  of  the  County  Superintendent;  and  to  pei 
form  sueh  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  b

Sec.  13.  The  County  Superintendent  shall  be  at  th< 
county  seat  the  first  and  fourth  Saturdays  of  each  scho 
lastic  month,  to  issue  pay  certificates  to  teachers,  anc 
to  attend  to  any  other  official  duties  that  may  arise

NOT  TO  ACT  AS  AGENT  EOR  PUBLISHER,  AUTHOR  OR  BOOK 

SELLER. 


f ® l0'  14‘  -No  County  Superintendent  shall  act  as  agenl 
for  any  publisher,  author  or  book-seller,  nor  directly 
or  indirectiy  receive  any  gift,  emolument  or  reward  foi 
his  influence  in  procuring  or  recommending  the  use  oi 
any  book,  school  apparatus  or  furniture  of  any  kind 
whatever,  in  any  public  free  school  in  this  State  ; and 
any  Superintendent  who  shall  violate  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  be  removed  from  of- 
fice, and  shall  forfeit  all  money  due  him  as  sarary. 

BOOKS,  STATIONERY  AND  POSTAGE  PAID  FOR  BY  COUNTY. 

The  necessary  books,  stationery  and  post- 
age for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  County  Super- 
intendent  shall  be  paid  for,  as  his  salary  is  paid? on 
the  allowance  of  a sworn  account  thereof,  containing: 
all  the  items  of  expenditure,  by  the  board  of  supervise 
ors  oi  said  county.  • ^ 

SALARIES  OF  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS. 


i .T  le  sa^ar7  of  the  County  Superintendent 

shall  be  paid  monthly,  un  allowance  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  after  they  have  approved  the  report  here- 
inafter required  to  be  made  monthly  to  them  by  the 
Superintendent ; and  the  salary  is  hereby  fixed  at  three 
per  cent,  of  the  total  school  funds  received  annually  by  ! 
the  county ; provided,  that  in  no  county  shall  it  ex- 
ceed six  hundred  dollars,  or  be  less  than  one  hundred 
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and  fifty  ; provided,  further,  that  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  any  county  may  increase  or  diminish  the  sal- 
ary herein  fixed ; but  said  increase  shall  not  exceed  5 
jper  cent.,  nor  $800,  and  said  decrease  shall  not  be  to  a 
(less  sum  than  $150  per  annum  ; towns  or  cities  consti- 
tuting separate  school  districts  shall  pay  their  propor- 
tionate part  of  the  salary  estimated  upon  the  amount 
pf  school  funds  they  receive  from  the  State  distribu- 
tion. 

NOT  TO  SPECULATE  IN  TEACHERS5  WARRANTS,  ETC. 

Sec.  17.  Any  County  Superintendent,  or  other  coun- 
ty official,  his  agent  or  deputy,  who  shall  purchase  any 
teacher’s  warrant  or  pay  certificate  at  less  than  the 
amount  for  which  such  warrant  or  warrants,  or  pay 
certificates,  shall  be  drawn,  or  at  a discount,  or  shall 
cause  another  person  so  to  purchase  the  same,  or  shall, 
in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  realize  a profit  from 
any  transaction  in  teachers’  warrants  or  pay  certifi- 
cates, or  any  trade  or  speculation  therein,  or  loan  or 
advance  thereon,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor, 
md  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
chan  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
}0  be  deducted  from  any  money  due  him  as  salary,  or 
•ecoverable  on  his  bond,  and  one-half  of  said  fine  shall 
ce  paid  to  the  person  giving  information  of  the  misde- 
neanor,  and  the  other  hall  shall  be  paid  into  the  State 
Treasury. 

Sec.  18.  The  term  of  office  of  County  Superinten- 
lent  of  Education  shall  be  a fixed  and  definite  term, 
commencing  and  ending  on  the  first  Monday  of  Febru- 
iry,  biennially,  and  the  first  term  under  this  Act  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  February,  A.  D., 
.886  ; provided,  that  this  Act  shall  not  be  so  construed 
ls  to  interfere  with  the  term  of  office  of  any  County 
superintendent  heretofore  appointed  under  existing 
aws. 

Sec.  19.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  all  appoint- 
nents  to  fill  said  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  State 
loard  of  Education,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
ent  of  the  Senate,  within  the  thirty  days  preceding 
he  commencement  of  the  term  of  office  as  prescribed 
>y  this  Act ; and  the  term  of  office  of  the  appointee 
hall  commence  at  the  time  herein  fixed,  without  refer- 
nce  to  the  date  of  his  confirmation  by  the  Senate. 
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Sec.  20.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  Senate  should  fail  to  | 
take  action  upon  a nomination  made  by  the  Board  of  \ 
Education,  within  thirty  days  preceding  the  commence-  1 
ment  of  the  term,  as  herein  fixed,  the  said  nomination 
may  be  acted  upon  at  any  time  during  the  session,  and 
if  rejected,  another  may  be  made,  but  the  term  of 
office  of  the  appointee,  whether  confirmed  within  the 
thirty  days  or  afterwards,  shall  commence  as  herein 
fixed,  on  the  first  Monday  in  February. 

Sec.  21.  If  a vacancy  should  occur  during  a recess  j 
of  the  Senate,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  ! 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  appointee  shall  \ 
hold  until  the  end  of  the  unexpired  regular  term  dur-  ; 
ing  which  the  vacancy  occurred  and  no  longer. 

Sec.  22.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  give  infor-  | 
mation  to  the  Senate  as  often  as  it  may  assemble  of 
all  appointments  made  by  them  in  vacation  under  this  j 
Act,  and  the  Senate  may  reject  any  or  all  of  such  ap- 
pointments, in  which  event  the  Board  shall  immediate- 
ly, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  fill  such 
vacancies  anew,  the  appointee  or  appointees  to  hold 
only  until  the  expiration  of  the  regular  term  during 
which  the  vacancy  occurred. 

INSTITUTES. 

Sec.  23.  The  County  Superintendent  shall  devote 
the  first  three  Saturdays  of  each  scholastic  month  to 
holding  Institutes  for  the  improvement  of  teachers  in* 
their  qualifications  and  methods  of  teaching,  and  for 
the  discussion  of  topics  pertaining  to  the  advancement 
of  the  Public  School  interests  in  his  county. 

Sec.  24.  Separate  Institutes  shall  be  held  for  the  two 
races,  and  each  shall  have  a just  proportion  of  insti- 
tute days.  For  this  purpose,  the  County  Superinten- 
tendent  shall  divide  his  county  into  three  Institute 
districts  for  each  race,  or  into  a less  number,  if  such  a 
division  will  not  give  ten  teachers  to  each  district,  hav- 
ing due  regard  to  the  convenience  of  the  teachers,  and, 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  the  natural  divisions  made  by 
the  streams  of  the  county. 

Sec.  25.  The  teachers  shall  be  notified  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  monthly  Institute  meeting.  Teachers 
failing  to  be  present,  or  to  take  such  part  in  the  exer- 
cises as  the  Superintendent  may  assign,  shall  forfeit 
one  day’s  salary,  unless  a good  and  sufficient  reason 
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for  such  failure  to  attend  shall  be  given  in  writing  to 
the  County  Superintendent  within  ten  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  26.  The" Institutes  shall  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  State  Superintendent  and  shall  be  managed 
according  to  instructions  sent  out  by  him.  The  County 
Superintendent  shall  hold  the  Institutes  alternately  in 
the  districts.  Five  hours’  work  shall  be  required  to 
constitute  a legal  session  of  an  Institute,  and  the 
County  Superintendent  shall  forfeit  five  dollars  for 
each  Institute  that  he  fails  to  conduct  as  required  by 
this  Act. 

VISITING  SCHOOLS. 

Sec.  27.  The  County  Superintendent  shall  visit  all 
| the  schools  in  his  county  at  least  once  during  the  term. 

| On  the  first  visit  he  shall  remain  at  least  two  hours, 
and  shall  correct  any  deficiency  which  may  exist  in 
the  classification  of  the  pupils,  or  the  government  of 
the  school.  He  shall  note  down  the  condition  of  the 
building  and  furniture,  the  methods  of  instruction,  the 
branches  taught,  and  his  estimate  of  the  ability  of  the 
teacher  to  conduct  a school.  He  shall  give  such  direc- 
tions and  make  such  requirements  as  he  deems  expe- 
dient and  needful  to  secure  the  best  results  in  the  in- 
struction of  the  pupils,  and  shall  examine  the  classes 
|to  see  that  thorough  work  is  done.  He  shall  urge 
patrons  to  provide  their  children  with  comfortable  and 
well  furnished  school-houses. 

Sec.  28.  In  all  controversies  arising  under  the  school 
law  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  County  Superinten- 
dent shall  first  be  sought,  whence  appeal  may  be  taken 
ito  the  State  Superintendent,  upon  a written  statement 
of  the  facts,  certified  by  the  County  Superintendent,  or 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

EXAMINATION  FEE. 

Sec.  29.  Before  being  examined,  each  applicant  for 
license  shall  pay  a fee  of  fifty  cents.  These  fees  shall 
jbe  held  by  the  County  Superintendent  as  an  institute 
fund,  to  be  expended  as  hereinafter  directed. 

Sec.  30.  The  County  Superintendent,  before  the  be- 
ginning of  the  free-school  term,  shall  appoint  one  of 
the  best  qualified  teachers  of  his  county  as  Institute 
Manager,  for  each  institute  district,  and  such  appointees 
Ishall  each  be  paid,  for  actual  service,  two  dollars  and 
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?>a1/  P?r  out  of  the  institute  fund,  as  compensa- 
tion for  holding  Institutes  in  those  districts  where  the 
superintendent  cannot  be  present. 

Sec.  31.  One  Institute  shall  be  held  in  each  district 
every  scholastic  month,  and  the  Superintendent  shall 
keep  a record  thereof  showing  the  teachers  present  and  . 
the  proceedings  of  the  meetings.  A transcript  of  this 
record  shall  be  on  file  in  the  Superintendent’s  office

REPORTS. 

Sec.  32  The  County  Superintendent  shall  make  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  a report  for  each  scholastic 
month  which  shall  show  the  amount  of  pay  certificates 
issued  for  that  month,  together  with  a statement  show- 
ing the  schools  visited,  the  date  of  visitation  and  the 
time  he  spent  in  each  school  during  his  visit. 

MAY  REVOKE  LICENSE. 

Sec.  33.  For  good  and  sufficient  cause  the  County 
superintendent  may  revoke  the  license  of  a teacher ; 
provided , the  teacher  be  allowed  an  appeal  to  the 
State  Superintendent,  to  whom  statements  under  oath 
ot  the  facts  may  be  made  by  the  Superintendent. 


STATE  LICENSES. 


^ First-grade  teachers,  who  make  an  average 
ofy  c®nt-!  may  have  their  papers  forwarded  to  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  and  said  board  may  issue  a 
State  license  thereon,  to  be  in  force  a specified  time 
?,ot  exceedinghve  years.  A State  license  shall  exempt  - ' 
t£ei,?lder  examination  for  the  time  specified,  and 
shali  be  valid  m any  part  of  the  State ; provided,  the 
State  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  revoke  the  same 
lor  good  cause. 

The  Superintendent  shall  require,  as  part  of 
the  duty  of  the  principal  teacher  in  each  school  district, 
a record  to  be  kept  in  the  register  of  the  school,  show- 
ing  the * name,  age  and  sex  of  all  the  educable  children 
in  the  district,  and  the  names  and  place  of  residence  of 
the  parents  of  each  child,  the  same  to  be  examined 
and  approved  by  the  local  trustees  and  by  the  member 
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of  the  County  School  board  who  resides  in  the  super- 
visor’s district  to  which  the  school  belongs. 

SCHOOL  TRUSTEES. 

Sec.  36.  On  the  first  Saturday  in  September,  in 
each  year,  the  patrons  of  each  school  shall  meet  at  12 
o’clock,  M.,  at  such  convenient  place  as  may  be  chosen 
by  them ; when  assembled  they  shall  organize  by  the 
appointment  of  a chairman  and  secretary,  and  proceed 
to  elect  by  ballot  or  popular  choice,  three  persons,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  resident  patrons  of  the  school,  and 
one,  (the  third)  a resident  of  the  school  district,  one

meeting,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified; 
should  the  patrons  of  any  public  school  fail  to  elect 
trustees  on  the  day  fixed  by  law,  then  the  County 
Superintendent  shall  appoint  trustees  for  such  school, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing, and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
provided,  that  in  all  incorporated  towns,  three  trustees 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
at  the  time  aforesaid. 

Sec.  37.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  two  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a quorum,  at  the  first  meeting 
after  having  been  elected  or  appointed,  to  organize  by 
appointing  one  of  their  number  secretary,  who  shall 
preside  at  their  official  meetings  ; the  said  trustees  may

REGISTERS. 

Sec.  63.  The  principal  teacher  in  a public  free  school 
shall  keep  a daily  register  of  facts  pertaining  to  that 
school,  in  such  form  as  the  school  regulations  require, 
and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  and  de- 
livery of  the  same  to  the  County  Superintendent  at  the 
close  of  the  school  term,  or  of  the  period  of  service  of 
such  teacher,  and  no  county  superintendent  shall  al- 
low any  teacher  an  account  for  the  month  of  service 
that  completes  a term.until  said  teacher  shall  have  deliv- 
ered to  him  said  register  in  good  order  or  satisfactorily 
accounted  for  the  same.  In  the  said  register  shall  be 
set  down  the  name,  age,  sex  and  color  of  each  pupil  in 
attendance,  and  the  names  of  absentees  for  each  day. 
At  the  end  of  every  month  the  said  principal  teacher 
shall,  from  the  register  so  required  to  be  kept,  make 
out  a report  to  the  County  Superintendent  of  the  name, 
age,  sex  and  color  of  each  pupil  in  attendance  during 
the  month,  and  the  number  of  days  such  pupil  has  at- 
tended. Such  report  shall  be  approved  by  at  least  two 
of  the  trustees,  and  certified  to,  and  upon  the  filing  of 
such  report  with  him,  the  County  Superintendent  shall 
issue  to  the  teacher  his  pay  certificate,  and  said  report 
shall  be  carefully  preserved  in  his  office. 

CONTRACTS. 

Sec.  64.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties,  all  teach- 
ers of  public  free  schools  shall  sign  contracts  in  a form 
to  be  prescribed  by  the  regulations  .of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  ; said  contracts  shall  specify  the  position 
said  teacher  shall  occupy  in  said  school ; the  contract 
shall  be  signed  in  duplicate,  and  the  teacher  shall  re- 
tain one  copy  thereof,  and  the  Superintendent  the 
other. 

SCHOLASTIC  YEAR. 

Sec.  65.  The  scholastic  year  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  October,  and  end  on  the  thirtieth  of  September.

The  schools  shall  all  be  kept  in  continuous 
session  for  four  months ; ( provided . that  in  thinly  set- 
tled districts*  the  Trustees  and  County  Superintendent 
may  change  this  rulef)  and  for  as  many  days  longer 
as  the  school  funds  for  that  scholastic  year  will  pay 
for  ; provided , the  County  Superintendent  may  close 
all  the  schools  for  the  Christmas  holidays,  for  an  equal 
period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  two  weeks,  and  upon  ap- 
plication from  the  trustees  may  close  any  school  be- 
cause of  an  epidemic  prevailing  in  the  school  district, 
or  on  account  of  the  death,  sickness  or  dismissal  of  the 
teacher,  but  such  schools  shall  be  allowed  their  fall 
time  after  being  re-opened. 

COMMON  SCHOOL  FUND. 

Sec.  69.  Whenever  the  amount  of  school  fund  in  the 
State  Treasury'  in  any  fiscal  year  does  not,  in  the  ag- 
gregate, amount  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  ex- 
clusive of  Chickasaw  or  other  special  funds,  then  the 
State  Treasurer  shall  transfer  from  the  general  fund  to

HOW  SIXTEENTH  SECTION  SCHOOL  LANDS  MAY  BE  LEASED, 
REVISED  CODE,  1880. 

[Revised  Code,  1880.] 

Sec.  732.  Whenever  a majority  of  the  resident  heads 
of  families  (minors  and  females  not  excepted)  in  a 
township  or  fractional  township,  containing  section 
number  sixteen,  or  other  section  reserved  for  the  use 
of  schools  in  such  townships,  shall  petition  therefor, 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall  appoint 
three  intelligent  citizens  of  the  township  to  appraise 
said  land,  who  shall  do  so,  and  make  report,  under 
oath,  to  such  board,  of  the  value  of  such  land ; and, 
thereupon  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  direct  that 
said  land  be  leased  to  the  highest  bidder  for  the  term 
of  ninety-nine  years,  at  the  court-house  of  the  county, 
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between  the  hours  of  eleven  o’clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  on  a day  to  be 
named  in  an  advertisement  to  be  made  by  publication 
in  a newspaper  published  in  the  county,  if  there  be 
one,  and  if  not,  by  posting  the  same  in  at  least  three 
public  places  in  the  county  besides  the  county  seat, 
and  at  the  court-house  door  for  three  weeks. 

Sec.  733.  Ihe  said  least  shall  be  made,  at  the  time 
and  place  mentioned,  under  the  direction  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  supervisors  or  of  some  person  or 
persons  appointed  therefor  by  the  board  of  supervisors, 
and  for  ninety-nine  years,  on  a credit  of  one,  two,  three 
and  four  years,  in  equal  annual  installments,  with  in- 
terest from  the  day  of  sale  at  ten  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  the  highest  bidder  shall  execute  promissory  notes 
payable  to  the  president  of  the  board  of  supervisors 
and  his  successors  in  office,  to  secure  the  payment  of 
said  installments,  with  good  sureties  to  be  approved 
by  the  persons  under,  whose  direction  the  lease  is 
made ; and  said  promisory  notes,  with  the  interest 
which  may  accrue,  shall  operate  as  a lien  and  special 
mortgage  on  said  lands,  until  payment  thereof;  and 
the  president  of  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  execute 
and  deliver  to  the  lessees  of  said  lands  a written  lease 
thereof,  for  the  period  of  ninety-nine  years,  the  said 
lessee  paying  the  expense  of  the  execution  and  deliv- 
ery of  such  instrument. 

Sec.  734.  If  a majority  of  resident  heads  of  fami- 
lies shall  petition  therefor  in  any  township  the  board 
of  supervisors,  instead  of  directing  the  said  lands  to 
to  be  leased  for  ninety-nine  years,  may  cause  them  to 
be  leased  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  best,  and  by 
such  person,  for  a. single  year  or  any  number  of  years 
less  than  ninety-nine  years,  and  the  annual  rent  shall 
be  applied  to  use  of  schools  in  the  township. 

Sec.  735.  In  no  case  shall  said  lands  be  leased  for 
less  than  their  appraised  value,  and  in  all  cases  suffi- 
cient sureties  shall  be  required  of  the  lessee  for  the 
performance  of  his  obligation,  whether  the  lease  be 
for  ninety-nine  years  or  a less  term.  * 

Sec.  736.  The.  notes  executed  for  a lease  of  such 
lands  for  a period  of  years  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
County  Treasurer,  and  be  by  him  safely  kept,  and 
when  due,  shall  be  paid  to  him,  and,  if  not  promptly 
paid,  he  shall  place  them  in  the  hands  of  the  District 
Attorney  of  the  district,  who  shall  institute  suit  upon 
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them,  and  the  money,  when  collected  by  the  County 
Treasurer,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors, to  be  invested  or  loaned  as  it  may  direct;  and  all 
the  interest  accruing  on  any  such  money  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  use  of  schools  in  such  township,  and  shall 
be  paid  over  tor  that  purpose,  to  the  Trustees  of  schools 
in  such  township,  elected  for  that  purpose  by  the  in- 
habitants of  the  township,  as  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  737.  Where  a township  shall  be  divided  by  a 
county  boundary  line,  the  sale  or  leasing  of  the  sec- 
tion number  sixteen,  or  other  section  reserved  in  lieu 
thereof,  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  such  sec- 
tion may  be,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  or  lease  shall 
be  managed  by  such  board,  and  applied  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools  within  such  township  ; and  where  such 
sections  shall  be  partly  in  one  county  and  partly  in 
another,  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  the  several  coun- 
ties in  which  it  may  be  shall  co-operate  in  selling  or 
leasing  it,  and  in  managing  the  fund  arising  therefrom, 
and,  if  they  shall  not  agree,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  any  county  in  which  any  part  of  such  section  may 
be,  may  deal  with  it  as  if  the  entire  section  was  in 
such  county,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  or  lease 
shall  be  applied  as  in  other  cases,  according  to  the 
rights  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  township. 


AN  ACT  to  secure  to  the  State  the  five  per  cent.  Fund  now  due,  or  that 
may  hereafter  become  due,  from  the  Federal  Government. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi , That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Governor,  upon  the  passage  of  this  Act,  to  cause  an- 
investigation  to  be  made,  with  a view  to  ascertain  the 
amount  now  due  the  State  of  the  five  per  cent,  fund 
from  the  Federal  Government,  and  when  the  amount 
shall  have  been  ascertained,  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  procure  the  payment  of  the  same  into  the  State 
Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  five  per  cent.  fund. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  jurther  enacted , That  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and  eighty 
cents,  now  in  the  State  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the 
two  and  three  per  cent,  fund,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  common  school  fund  of  this  Statey 
and  that  all  money  hereafter  paid  into  the  Treasury 
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arising  from  this  fund  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  common  school  fund  of  this  State,  I 
and  all  funds  now  in  the  Treasury  on  account  of  this 
fund,  and  that  which  may  hereafter  be  had  on  the  same 
account,  shall  be  distributed^??^  rata  between  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  this  State,  as  early  as  practicable  after 
the  receipt  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted , That  the  boards  of 
supervisors  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  shall 
apply  the  fund  $o  distributed  to  the  construction  of 
good  school-houses  and  repairing  the  same,'  and  the 
•Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  issue  warrants  on 
the  Treasurer  for  th&  several  sums  that  may  be  due 
the  counties,  in  favor  of  the  president  of  the  boards  of 
supervisors,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Education  and  the  Attorney- 
General. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  exacted.  That  this  Act  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  Section  2173,  Revised  Code  of  1880. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi , That  section  2173,  of  the  Revised 
of  1880,  be  so  amended  as  to  read : It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  to  place 
to  the  credit  of  the  State  all  money  received  by  the 
county  treasurer  belonging  to  the  common  school  fund 
of  the  State,  and  semi  annually,  on  or  before  the  30th 
day  of  June  and  31st  day  of  December,  said  clerk 
shall  report  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  the 
amount  of  such  credit,  and  it  shall  be  charged  to  such 
county  in  the  first  distribution  of  the  school  fund  there- 
after ; and  if  such  credit  to  the  State  shall  exceed  the 
amount  due  such  county  in  such  distribution  the  ex- 
cess shall  be  paid  over  by  the  county  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted , That  this  act  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Aproved,  March  7, 1888. 


AN  ACT  to  apportion  the  students  at  the  A.  & M.  College  and  the  In- 
dustrial Institute  and  College  to  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it.  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
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State  of  Mississippi , That  immediately  after  the  close 
of  the  present  term,  or  scholastic  year,  the  number  of 
students  allowed  free  tuition  at  the  A.  & M.  College 
and  the  I.  I.  & College,  shall  be  limited  to  three  hun- 
dred each,  and  the  boards  of  trustees  of  these  institu- 
tions of  learning  are  hereby  required  to  apportion  the 
number  allowed  said  colleges  to  the  several  counties 
in  this  State  on  the  basis  of  the  white  educable  child- 
ren, male  and  female  respectively. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted , That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  respective  presidents  of  the  colleges,  when 
said  apportionments  are  made,  to  notify  the  superin- 
tendents of  public  education  of  each  and  every  county 
in  this  State  of  the  number  of  students  to  which  his 
county  is  entitled  under  said  apportionment,  and  said 
superintendent  shall  give  thirty  days  notice  by  adver- 
tising in  some  newspaper  in  his  county,  and  if  there  is 
no  newspaper,  by  posting  notices  in  each  supervisor’s 
district  in  his  county,  of  the  time  and  place,  not  to  be 
later  than  the  1st  Monday  in  September  in  each  year, 
when  he  will  examine  all  applicants  for  appointment 
to  the  colleges.  He  shall,  after  due  examination,  grade 
the  certificates  of  scholorship  of  each  applicant  and 
submit  the  same  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  his 
county,  and  said  board  shall  appoint  from  all  the  ap- 
plicants, if  there  be  more  than  the  number  apportioned 
to  the  county,  the  number  to  which  the  county  is  en- 
titled, and  the  clerk  of  the  board  shall  forthwith  certi- 
fy said  appointments  with  the  names  of  the  appli- 
cants to  the  president  of  the  college  to  which  the  stu- 
dents are  assigned,  under  the  seal  of  the  board  of 
supervisors. 

Skc.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted , That  the  presidents 
of  the  colleges  be  authorized  to  receive  from  counties 
having  their  full  quota  of  free  students  as  many  ap- 
plicants for  admission  to  the  college  as  he  may  deem 
proper ; provided , such  action  does  not  exclude  stu- 
dents, or  interfere  with  their  instruction  from  counties 
having  a right  to  free  tuition  under  this  act ; but  all 
students  in  excess  of  the  number  apportioned  to  their 
several  counties  shall  pay  such  reasonable  rate  of  tui- 
tion as  the  boards  of  trustees,  respectively,  may  pre- 
scribe, not  to  be  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  dol- 
lars per  month,  which  money  shall  go  to  the  college 
treasury,  to  be  expended  in  its  support,  and  the  presi- 
dents of  the  colleges  in  their  biennial  reports  shall 
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show  the  amounts  of  money  received  from  this  source, 
and  the  manner  of  its  disbursement. 

Sec.  4.  Bdit  further  enacted,  That  when  the  num- 
ber of  free  scholarships  shall  from  any  cause  be  re- 
duced below  the  maximum  number  apportioned  by 
this  act,  the  president  of  the  college  shall  forthwith 
notify  the  superintendent  of  public  education  of  such 
vacancy  from  his  county,  and  said  superintendent 
shall  proceed  to  fill  said  vacancy  as  prescribed  in  sec- 
tion two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  take 
effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  1st  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1888. 

Approved,  March  5,  1888. 


AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  election  of  County  Superintendents  of  Edu- 
cation by  the  people. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  ly  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Mississippi,  That  at  the  general  election  to  be 
hel  ; on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  No- 
vember, 1889,  and  biennially  thereafter,  there  shall  be 
elected  county  superintendents  of  education  in  the  fol- 
lowing counties  of  this  State,  to-wit:  Alcorn,  Amite, 

Attala,  Benton,  Calhoun,  Carroll,  Choctaw,  Clarke, 
Clay,  Copiah,  Covington.  Franklin,  Greene,  Hancock, 
Harrison,  Itawamba,  Jackson,  Jasper,  Jefferson,  Jones, 
Kemper,  Lafayette,  Lauderdale,  Lawrence,  Leake,  Lee, 
Lincoln,  Marshall,  Montgomery,  Neshoba.  Newton, 
Oktibbeha,  Perry,  Pike,  Pontotoc  Prentiss,  Scott, 
Simpson,  Smith,  Tippah,  Tishomingo,  Union,  Wayne, 
Webster,  Wilkinson,  Winston,  Yalobusha. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted , That  no  person  shall 
be  eligible  to  such  office  of  county  superintendent  of 
education  who  does  not  hold  a first-grade  certificate; 
and  the  term  of  county  superintendents  of  education  so 
elected  under  this  act  shall  begin  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January,  1890,  and  shall  continue  two  years,  or  un- 
til said  superintendent’s  successor  shall  qualify. 

Sec.  ,8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  Thai  in  the  event  of 
any  vacancy  occuring  from  any  cause  in  the  office  of 
county  superintendent,  the  same  shall  be  filled  as*  other 
vacancies  are  now  provided  to  be  filled.
